Okay, I don’t recommend that as the safest way to drive.

A lot of us do it. I do it a lot and if a person gets in their mind absorbed 
enough in their daydream they may in fact be in a state of hypnosis. 

Mm-hm. 

So you may - you may tell me 20 minutes from now that hey, this is - this is 
kind of a familiar feeling. It’s kind of like daydreaming. Hypnosis is a frame 
of mind that some people can go into real intensely. Real strongly. Other 
people can’t do it at all. 


Most people can do sort of in the middle. 

Mm-hm. 

And it’s a frame of mind where somebody like focuses and concentrates their 
attention on something and they really get involved with. Urn, have you ever 
had any experience of either reading a book or watching movie or watching a 
TV program? 

You get involved. 

You get really involved with it. All right. The chances are that that’s gonna 
seem like being hypnosis to you. 

Mm-hm. 

Because being able to get involved in something that’s imaginary or that’s in 
front of you and - and sort of forgetting what’s going on around you seems to 
be very much at the center of what hypnosis is. And a lot of people have the 
experience of going in and out of hypnosis throughout their whole lives 
without ever calling it that. Here however we got a reason to do if for a 
particular purpose. To see if it helps you remember any details of what you 
saw earlier this morning... 


So hypnosis is a - is a frame of mind that some people can go into a lot in 
which they really focus and concentrate their attention on something and their 
awareness of other things sort of like fades away. And that’s what hypnosis is. 
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Mm-hm. 

Uh, a lot of people have seen movies like The Exorcist or other movies that 
make it seem all kind of spooky and weird. Well, um, that’s got nothing to do 
with hypnosis. That’s got to do with sort of the ceremony or the entertainment 
or the hocus pocus that someone wants to have go with it, but that hasn’t got 
anything to do with hypnosis. Hypnosis takes place in your mind, 

Mm-hm. 

1 don’t have any - because I know a lot about hypnosis I don’t have any power 
or any - anything special. Uh, in fact you could probably go to the public 
library and find some books on - on hypnosis and learn how to do it. 


The thing that you wouldn’t know how to do is manage it if somebody started 
remembering things that they didn’t know and they got scared. Well, that’s 
w'here 1 -1 don’t recommend you do that. But some people do it as a - as a 
party game. 

Mm-hm. 

I just don’t recommend that. I believe that whoever is having something 
happen to them that upsets them, uh, you have (unintelligible) perhaps really 
upset. Hypnosis all by itself doesn’t really do anything. Going into this frame 
of mind that - in which a person can concentrate and focus their attention 
doesn’t change the person or make them do anything. 

Mm-hm. 

Or do any particular way except it tends to make your blood pressure go down 
just a little bit, it tends to make your heart rate go down just a little bit and it 
tends to make a person feel at least a little bit relaxed. Beyond that it’s what 
you ask them to do while they are under hypnosis. And this evening if you’re 
hypnotizable and you’re comfortable with this... 


...what I’m gonna ask you to do if - if we can get you into a state of hypnosis 
is we’re gonna ask you to go back to this morning and go through what your 
mind recalls. Just as you’ve already done it with me before hypnosis, ask you 
to do that same thing under hypnosis. Because sometimes when a person can 
concentrate and focus their attention they can sometimes remember additional 
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details or something that they forgot that they - or didn’t even know that they 
saw or heard or remembered somehow. And that can really help out in an 
investigation. 

Mm-hm. 

So hypnosis to many - many people seems like kind of a familiar experience 
but they never called it that. To other people it’s something that they never 
tried or been aware of before, but it isn’t put them under any pressure. And on 
one of the things that I would want to make real clear is if that if you... 


...felt under some kind of pressure if you’re in a state of hypnosis here in a 
few minutes you let me know that. Because you can talk, say or ask a question 
and tell me something any time you want. You won’t have to sit there 
passively, you know, as if you were a zombie waiting for something to 
happen. That’s not right. You can talk and say something if you choose to. 
One of the things I would want you to tell me is if you were feeling some kind 
of way, okay? 

Mm-hm. 

Um, let s see. I’ll probably say a couple other things about hypnosis. Urn, 
hypnosis is not a situation in which - some people are kind of concerned if 1 
go under hypnosis will I be under you control? Will you be able to get me to 
do weird things or things 1 don’t want to do? Well the answer to that is no and 
no and no. First of all because.,, 


...I’m a professional and because you’re here to be - to be helpful as a 
volunteer, I’m not gonna do anything to you that - that puts you under some 
kind of pressure or is weird and bizarre. If anything feels uncomfortable to 
you that’s why I say I would really like you to tell me that because we’ll stop 
that. Whatever it is. Secondly, uh, there are a lot of scientists over the years 
who have - who have studied differences and it’s really very clear that a 
person can’t be made to be under hypnosis (unintelligible). 

I studied a lot about hypnosis in my junior year. 

Okay, so you already know something about it. 

Yeah. 
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I should have asked. Okay, so you know some things about hypnosis. 
Mm-hm. 

That’s probably good. Have you ever had the experience of trying it before? 
No, we were going to in school but then... 

You just didn’t. 

...we never got to. 

So are you kind of curious for that reason? 

Yeah. 

That’s perfectly okay. 

We were all gonna do it. 

Uh-huh. 

And then the teacher just said, “Well it can put a lot of stress on a person.” 
Well it can in a group situation... 

Yep. 

...if people are anxious about it. 

Yeah. 

And so if you feel under stress by doing this please (unintelligible). 

Okay. One thing that might bother me I lost my job this morning and so I’ll 
say somethin’ if I have to about that. 

Feel free to. 

Okay. 

Because if you’re feeling bothered by that and it gets in the way by all means. 
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Okay. 

(Unintelligible). 


Yeah, uh-huh. Because like last Friday I was workin’ and everything was 
going fine and 1 was working at Minnesota Beef (unintelligible). Well they 
got blood and stuff on the floor and 1 slipped and hit... 


...the back of my head and I was knocked out for - in two minutes 
(unintelligible). They got me in the office and then 1 was fine and they told me 
I’m supposed to go home (unintelligible). Well my boss told me to be in at 
5:30 and 1 don’t remember anything (unintelligible). 1 walked in at 6:30 this 
morning and I was fired. So... 

It’s not a great... 

No. 

...beginning to your day is it? 

No. Especially on a Monday morning. 

That’s right. Okay, if that bothers you or (unintelligible). 

Okay. 

Now if I see - have I told you anything about hypnosis that seems different 
from what you heard when you were studying about it? 

No, it seems all the same to me. 

Okay, good. 

Do they do it on people that are like, you know, having problems and stuff? 
They do it on them right? 


Sometimes to help find out what’s troubling a person. 

Mm-hm. 

Or sometimes to help a person who is real uptight learn how to calm down 
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and not be under... 

Yeah. 

...such stress or pressure. That’s why when you said during the break that you 
had kind of a headache, I was saying well maybe being under hypnosis will 
help with a headache because if you - if you feel a little pinching come off 
then, urn, that might help you too. 


Mm-hm. 


Uh, I usually - I’m highly hypnotizable and 1 do self-hypnosis often. I’m 
trying to think of what else. Hypnosis, urn, is not gonna get you to 
automatically blurt out your inner most secrets. Uh, it does - it’s not like, you 
know, giving you some magic drug that just gets you to babble about anything 
and everything. It doesn’t do that at all. The only things that we’re gonna talk 
about is... 


...this period from about 10:45 until what five, ten minutes later when he 
turned east and you turned left. That will be - that’s the whole period of time 
(unintelligible). 

Okay. 

Does that leave you with any questions? 

Mm-mm. 

What I would picture from here is, uh, taking about anywhere from 10 to 
maybe 20 minutes at the most and going through one kind of way of going 
through the hypnosis and see if that works. See if that works through. If that 
way doesn’t work that’s not the only way. There are literally a zillion different 
ways. Uh, so we can try a second and third. 

Mm-hm. 

If some particular idea doesn’t work very well. But after we find out how 
hypnotizable you are then I have, uh, a - a piece of paper here which is called 
a hypnosis consent form and.. 


...this is something that the FBI likes to get each and every time we do 
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hypnosis because it says that you - let me read it out loud. We’ll come back to 
this. This will tell you now. 

Okay. 

It says hypnosis consent form. It says I hereby agree voluntarily and freely to 
undergo hypnosis, to be interviewed under hypnosis in order to assist - is it the 
FBI that’s the primary? 


Yeah. 


Okay. Federal Bureau of Investigation within an investigation that’s 
conducted. You’re going to - in order to assist the FBI with the investigation 
that it’s conducting. 1 understand that a videotape will be made of the entire 
interview. We talked about that right? 


Mm-hm. 


And that this videotape may be used for any lawful purpose connected with 
the investigation or any subsequent action based on the investigation... 


Dr. John Rhetts - that’s me, a licensed consultant psychologist has explained 
the procedures to be used during the course of this hypnosis session and any 
questions I have concerning this procedure answered to my satisfaction. The 
purpose of this interview under hypnosis is to assist my memory in recalling 
the following and you’ll write down something like the events, uh, that 1 
observed on Highway 22, uh, on the morning of October 30, 1989. 
(Unintelligible) and we’ll ask you to sign that and one of these gentleman as a 
witness and I. We’ll all sign it. 

It’s okay. 

You feel like you understand what? 

Yep. 

Good. We’II come back to that. Because there’s no point in signing that now 
until we find out if you’re hypnotizable. Okay? 

Okay. 

(Unintelligible). So the first thing we’ll do here is we’ll find out how 
hypnotizable you are and... 
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...then if you are we’ll get you to sign this, and then we’ll go-go - have you 
go back into hypnosis and then walk you through what you saw this morning 
again. 
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Now what if I get hypnotized like it - it’s hard to go through? Have you ever 
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Absolutely. Everybody is different and I can’t possibly guess how much 
information you can add to what you’ve said if any. And 1 think it’s real 
important to realize that you seem like you are really motivated. You are 
really trying to help out. 
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...recall what you can. 1 won’t know - I’ll ask you to focus on the man’s face. 
I’ll ask you to focus on the car, I’ll ask you to focus on the boy’s face. All of 
those sorts of things to - to try to see if there is any detail. But please try to 
feel comfortable. You can only do what you can do and not one scrap more of 
information comes out because we’ve tried hypnosis then we all tried out best. 
And if something comes out great. 
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But it’s real important not to try too hard because a that starts to make a 
person... 

Mm-hm. 


...up tight. And that doesn't help. And second of all sometimes a person can 
start trying to - and they mean well but they can start trying to invent 
information... 

Mm-hm. 

...to - to make it worthwhile. That isn’t going to help me. 

Okay. 

All we can deal with are the facts. I’m sure as - as, uh, helpful as you’re trying 
to... 


...be - that’s - that’s the best we can get. 

Mm-hm. 

Okay? Well let’s try if you’re comfortable. Do you feel comfortable? Do you 
want to try being hypnotized? 

Sure. 

Yep. Let’s give it a whirl. Are you right or left handed? 

Left handed. 

Left handed. Okay. Urn, I should be sitting on the other side, urn, but let’s see. 
I can probably do it from here. So that’s no problem. 

Okay. 

But, what I’m gonna do and this, uh, is one of - as I said a few minutes ago 
this is one of a whole bunch of different ways to try to help somebody go into 
hypnosis. It’s kind of the most straight forward, no hocus pocus. I’m not 
gonna put on a big hat or a black robe with anything on it. Um, it’s just real 
straight forward. Now I ask you to concentrate and focus your mind on a 
couple of ideas. And I just want you to see how absorbed, how intense, how 
involved you can get with those ideas... 
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...and you’re obviously familiar with that from the way you day dream driving 
a car, watch a movie, if you’re watching it and you really get involved with it, 
that kind of thing. It's that same kind of process. We just want to see if we can 
kind of make that happen on purpose here so that then in a few minutes we 
can direct that and (unintelligible). Does that make sense? (Unintelligible). So 
I m gonna walk you through, ask you to concentrate and focus on a couple of 
ideas and let’s just see how involved - how absorbed we can get. Ready? And 
spell your last name for me. 

S-C-H-U-L-T-E. 

Uh-huh, I didn’t have a C in here. And you’ve not actually ever been 
hypnotized before? 

No. 

Okay. All right... 


...oops, excuse me. Why don’t you just let your feet be sort of flat on the floor, 
side by side and put your arms on the arms of the chair. I just want you to try 
to be relaxed, but not necessarily holding on or -1 want you to be comfortable. 
(Unintelligible) breathe. Okay, would you sit in this position? Would you first 
of all look up towards your eye brow, all the way up to the top of your head. 
As you hold your eyes up slowly close your eyes, take a deep breath, look at 
(unintelligible), relax and concentrate. (Unintelligible). I’d like you to imagine 
if you can begin to feel like your body is (unintelligible). And if you 
concentrate on that feeling of floating, I’m gonna concentrate on your right 
hand and arm. 


In a moment I’m going to straighten the middle finger of your right hand. 
After I do you will begin to feel (unintelligible). In your finger and those 
movements will spread to the rest of your hand - right hand (unintelligible). 
First one finger and then another with as little restless movement 
(unintelligible) and being to spread throughout the right hand. The right hand 
starts to (unintelligible) and so you can imagine that your right hand and right 
(unintelligible) right up off the chair, bend at the elbow and just floating... 
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...straight up and (unintelligible). This is an exercise of the imagination. 
Concentrate, picture that your hand just came (unintelligible). As if 
(unintelligible). It’s like there’s a string tied to the back of your hand and that 
balloon - and that breathing is just (unintelligible) more and lighter and 
lighter. I’m gonna have to get started. Slowly (unintelligible) coming up and 
up into an upright position. 


(Unintelligible) just floating easily and comfortably. And then as it reaches 
this upright position I’m going to put it in this position right there. And that’s 
gonna be a comfortable position for you Jason. In fact later on you will remain 
in this position and even after I give you the signal for your eyes to open it 
will stay in that position. When your eyes are opened (unintelligible) even 
when I put your hand down (unintelligible) right (unintelligible). You will 
find something pleasant and kind of uneasy about this sensation. Later on 
when I touch your right elbow there usually is sensation and control 
(unintelligible). 


Each time you have to go into a state of hypnosis to be able to do what we are 
doing together. You can do it following the same steps we’ve just been 
through. Let me describe it for you. Imagine what we’ve done so far. You can 
use a count of three. Count of one look up to your eye brows, (unintelligible), 
count of two close your eyes, at the count of three you take a breath 
(unintelligible) and concentrate. (Unintelligible) floating feeling. And as that 
floating feeling gets stronger and stronger your right hand and arm float in this 
upright position. That’s the signal to yourself that you’ve shifted gears. That 
you’ve shifted gears with (unintelligible). 


Now in a moment I’m going to count backwards. When I reach the count of 
two your eyes will again roll upward with your eyelids closed. When I count 
to one you will let your eyes open slowly. Two roll your eyes up and open. 
One they are open. From a sitting position tell me what physical sensation 
you’re aware of. 

All right. 

Is your left - your right side comfortable? 

Yeah. 
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Okay, are you aware of a tingling sensation? 
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Okay, and does your right hand feel as if it’s as much - as much a part of your 
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Okay, now I’d like you to note this. 
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Mm-hm. If you’ll turn and watch what’s gonna happen. Concentrate on it. 
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Nine, eight, (unintelligible), six, five. 
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Does it make ya uncomfortable or just doesn’t - surprise. 
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...does one of them feel lighter or heavier than the other? 
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This one feels lighter.

So you may - you may tell me 20 minutes from now that hey, this is - this is 
kind of a familiar feeling. It’s kind of like daydreaming. Hypnosis is a frame 
of mind that some people can go into real intensely. Real strongly. Other 
people can’t do it at all. 


Most people can do sort of in the middle. 


Mm-hm. 
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And it’s a frame of mind where somebody like focuses and concentrates their 
attention on something and they really get involved with. Um, have you ever 
had any experience of either reading a book or watching movie or watching a 
TV program? 

You get involved. 

You get really involved with it. All right. The chances are that that’s gonna 
seem like being in hypnosis to you. 

Mm-hm, 

Because being able to get involved in something that’s imaginary or that’s in 
front of you or forgetting what’s going on around you seems to be very much 
at the center of what hypnosis is. And a lot of people have the experience of 
going in and out of hypnosis throughout their whole lives without ever calling 
it that. Here however we got a reason to do if for a particular purpose. To see 
if it helps you remember any details of what you saw earlier this morning. 


So hypnosis is a - is a frame of mind that some people can go into a lot in 
which they really focus and concentrate their attention on something and their 
awareness of other things sort of like fades away. And that’s what hypnosis 
is. 

Mm-hm. 

Uh, a lot of people have seen movies like The Exorcist or other movies that 
make it seem all kind of spooky and weird. Well, um, that’s got nothing to do 
W'ith hypnosis. That’s got to do with sort of the ceremony or the 
entertainment or the hocus pocus that someone wants to have go with it and 
that hasn’t got anything to do with hypnosis. Hypnosis takes place in your 
mind. I don’t have any - because I know a lot about hypnosis I don’t have any 
power or any - anything special. Uh, in fact you could probably go to the 
public library and find some books on hypnosis and learn how to do it. 


The thing that you wouldn’t know how to do is manage it if somebody started 
remembering things that they didn’t know and they got scared. Well, that’s 
where I -1 don’t recommend that you do that. But some people do it as a - as 
a party game. 


Mm-hm. 
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I just don’t recommend that. I believe that whoever is having something 
happen to them that upsets them, uh, you have (unintelligible) really upset. 
Hypnosis all by itself doesn’t really do anything. Going into this frame of 
mind that - in which a person can concentrate and focus their attention doesn’t 
change the person...

...or make them do anything or do any particular way except it tends to make 
your blood pressure go down just a little bit. It tends to make your heart rate 
go down just a little bit and it tends to make a person feel at least a little bit 
relaxed. Beyond that it’s what you ask them to do while they are under 
hypnosis. And this evening if you hypnotizable and you’re comfortable with 
this... 


...what I’m gonna ask you to do if- if we can get you into a state of hypnosis 
is we’re gonna ask you to go back to this morning and go through what your 
mind recalls. Just as you’ve already done with me beforehand (unintelligible) 
before hypnosis. Ask you to do that same thing under hypnosis. Because 
sometimes when a person can concentrate and focus their attention they can 
sometimes remember additional details or something that they forgot or that 
they didn’t even know that they saw or heard or remembered somehow and 
that can really help a lot in the investigation.
